DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The applicant has not submitted drawings which would make the invention more 
understandable. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Please note that since there 
is no drawings being submitted, the invention is very difficult to understand. The Examiner fails 
to understand how the whole system operates. How are the moving aerodynamic surfaces 
provided with oscillations? Why is it oscillated? How can it be possible to perform "oscillations 
of each of the aerodynamic surfaces synchronously?" 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 2, line 5, "it" is vague and- indefinite. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. The applicant is advised to review the claim in its 
entirety for other errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Curci '861 in view 
ofWigal. 

Curci '861 discloses all claimed parts but is silent on the rotation of the aerodynamic 
surfaces opposite to the direction of the movement along the circumference. However, Wigal 
teaches that rotation of the aerodynamic surfaces being opposite to the direction of the movement 
along the circumference is well known. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to 
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have made the aerodynamic surfaces rotate opposite to the direction of the movement along the 
circumference in Curci's system as taught by Wigal to allow better control 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Leray, Pfleiderer, Larsen, Smart, and Curci '669 disclose helicopters.
